PRIMARY BILL WILL NOT 
BE TAMPERED WITH UNTIL 


IT HAS BEEN WELL TRIED 


This Seems To Be The Majority Of The Opinion 


Of The Senators—Other Legis. 


lative Gossip.

•Madison, Wis., Dec. 7.—Scarcely 


less certain than that the senate will 
kill the primary election law amend- 
ment proposed by Governor La Fol- 
lette is the assurance that it will be 
passed by the assembly. It is said 
that this measure, together with the 
(proposed abolition of the . "straight 
ticket" circle at the head of the par- 
ty column on the official ballot of 
general elections, will be the chief 
fssues of Speaker Lenroot in his cam- 
paign for the governorship. As Sen- 
ator McGillivray and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Davidson are known to be op- 
posed to these radical steps at the 
present time, there will Nje wide dif- 
ference in the bases of their bids for 
support. "The opposition of Davidson 
and McGillivray to the proposed ad- 
dition of "second choices" 
to 
the 


primary election system 
does 
not 


seem to rest on the belief that they 
think such a scheme would be bad, 
at least they have not yet so declar- 
ed. They simply hold to the opinion 
that it is fair that the primary elec- 
tion law as approved -by the voters 
of the state a year ago in the elec- 
tion should be tried next year sub- 
stantially as1 it was approved in the 
referendum'and that experience and 
not theory or fear should suggest any 
amendments in the 
future. 
There 


will be some minor amendments to 
the law that are approved generally, 
but -unless 
the 
present ^situation 


changes greatly, in tlfe next few days 
there will be no material change in 
the primary election system at the 
extra session. 


Two matters referred to in the 


'message have been practically dis- 
posed of already—the capitol matter 
and the demand lor the immediate 
payment of the railroad taxes that 
have been withheld pending the de- 
termination of the ad valorem litiga- 
tion. 
The amendments' to the capi- 


tol building law, clearing up the un- 
cretainties complained 
of 
by 
the 


building commission and authorizing 


the election of a secretary, have been 
passed' by the senate under suspen- 
sion of the rules, by unanimous vote, 
and will be quicltly passed upon fav- 
orably by the assembly. . The bill to 
require the railroads to pay over at 
once tho taxes they are resisting, 
amounting to $1,144,000, 
has 
been 


drawn by the assembly committee on 
taxation, approved by the railroad at- 
torneys and introduced. 
There will 


be no opposition to this measure 
worth mentioning. 
The state will 


get the money at once, the railroads 
will avoid the possibility of being 
penalized at the rate of 15' per cent 
and will suffer no loss of. legal rights1, 
for the measure provides that action 
to recover may be brought should 
the ad valorem law be declared by 
the courts to be unconstitutional. 


On the question of allowing the 


.university to borrow from the gener- 
al fund o£ the state there seems seri- 
ous difficulty ahead. The last regu- 
lar session enacted a law to change 
the university support from a stat- 
ed sum to the' income on a two- 
sevenths1 of a mill tax, but in the 
process of legislation it was over- 
looked that the change would leave 
the university for some seven months 
without available money, until the 
time of the' receipt of the general 
taxes. President Van Hise explained 
this situation before the senate and 


! assembly committees on education in 


j joint meeting, and asked that 
the 


recommendation of the governor' be 
carried out - so that the university 
might borrow from the general fund 
of the state to tide over the time 
until the taxes were available. 
Some 


criticism is heard of such a proced- 
ure, and although there 
exists 
at 


present some difference 
of opinion 


among the legislators regarding the 
proper remedy, some adjustment will 
be reached that will enable the uni- 
versity to continue in operation and 
not suspend until the flight of time 
and the collection of taxes shall-fill 
the university fund.

New York Life's President Will Resign Before 


The Annual Meeting Surely, 


SECURITY MUTUAL'S 
ODD DEAL 


Agency and Investment Company Are1 Organized By Offi- 


cers Of The Concern Under Special 


Conditions. 


New York, Dec. 7.—John A. McCall, 


president of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company, is to retire some time 
between now and the annual meeting 
of the company, which takes place in 
April, according- to authoritative re- 
porl.s heard here. 


The same story declares that George 


W. Perkins, first vice president of the 
company, will retire in the immediate 
future without waiting until the an- 
nual meeting. 


It is understood that President Mc- 


Call decided that it would be to the 
best interests of .the company for him 
to retire and so made known his he 
lief to the trustees. This body, it IE 
declared, did not like the'task of nam- 
ing a temporary president and decided 
that it would be best for Mr. McCall 
'.o postpone his retirement until just 
before the annual meeting. 


Next; to the reported retirement of 


the two leading figures in the New 
York Life, the most important develop- 
ment in insurance circles was the 
resignation of Senator Chauncey M. 
Depew from the board of directors of 
the .Equitable society. Senator Depew 
sent his resignation from Washington 
direct to Chairman Paul Mo.rton, but 
failed to assign any reason for the 
step. 
Tho resignation will he acted 


upon at the next meeting of the trus- 
tees, which will be held Dec. 27. 


It was announced to-day. that Sen- 


ator Dcpew will be asked to resign 
his seat-in the senate. A resolution 
demanding that-he retire on account 
of his connection with the; life insur-' 
ance scandals will be 'introduced OP 
the first day of the approaching ses- 
sion of the New York legislature.

FRENCH SENATE IS READY 


FOR THE SEPARATION NOW

Paris, Dec. 7.—The senate "Wednes- 


day, after a long debate, adopted .tho 
bill for the separation of church and 
state by a vote of 1S1 -to 102. The vota 
was announced amid scenes of enthusi- 
asm and cries' of "Long live the re- 
public!" 


Former 
Premier Combes partici- 


pated in the debate, contending that 
the measure assured neutrality of.re- 
ligion, moral liberation and social paci- 
fication. 


This is the final parliamentary stage 


of the bill, which will be promulgated 
in the Official Journal, when it will be- 
come effective immediately. The coun- 
cil of state will devote three months 
to the training of tho administrative) 
details of the new regime. 


Clergy Favor and Oppose. 


The action of the Vatican regarding 


the law has not yet been announced 
definitely.

It sweeps away- a system 
which 


dates from 1801, when

BEING RUSHED 


House Will Take Action on 


Appropriation at To-day's. 


Session, 


OPPOSITION TO BOND SCHEME 


Minority 
Leader Declares Congress 


Should Not Permit Issue of Securi- 
ties When National Banks.Hold Mil- 
lions of Federal Money. 


Washington. Dec. 7.—The House ol 


Representatives, siuing as a, comraii- 
ico of. the whole, exhausted its ora- 
tory on ihc Panama Canal emergency 
appropriation bill yesterday, and the 
measure, which curries an appropria- 
tion of 518,500,000, will bo read for 


' amendment and -placed on its final' 


passage to-day. 


This does not mean that all is clear 


sailing for the bill, however. John 
Sharp Williams, leader of the minor- 
ity, gave notice that he -would attempt 
to make material changes in it. Pre- 
facing his remarks with the statement 
that the canal is a non-partisan mat- 
ter, he said the principal amendment 
lie should offer would be to strike out 
the sum of($lG,r>00',000 and insert an 
amount he should endeavor to ascer- 
1ain as actually'necessary to carry on 
the.work until.'Jan. 1 next. 


Opposes Bond Plan, 


Asserting that Umre is at least $•!(),- 


OOn.dOO belonging to the United States 
now on deposit without interest in na- 
tional banks, Mr, Williams said lie 
should 'object to Hie issuance of bonds 
on which 2 per cent interest would !H' 
paid tu secure money to .-build the 
canal. Failing in striking out the en- 
tire bonding provision, he should moviT 
10 strike out the provision reimburs- 
ing the treasury the amount appropri- 
ated in the bill from the proceeds tit 
The bond sale. He called attention to 
the original act authorizing bonds for 
the canal and said it was plain there 
•was nothing mandatory about it. Ho 
maintained that the position he took 
w;\s not a movement against national 
banks.

gallons each day, and a grain capacity 
of not exceeding five bushels each day, 
while the majority of the giant con- 
cerns of Illinois use 500 bushels of 
grain daily. Virginia had 111 distil- 
leries, but they were nil of the small 
order.
